attention of the planning commision 
earlier in the month when Ron 
Makino, a developer from Belleville 
had asked for rezoning on a site that 
he would like to develop into eight 
condominiums along Front Street. 

The property is currently owned by 
Mary Anne Watkins and includes 
four houses that are in a state of 
disrepair. Makino had presented a 
site plan which showed what could 
be done with the property if the 
rezoning was granted. 

The city commission, following the 
recommendation of the planners, 
presented a first reading of an 
amendment that would allow the 
rezoning request. 

Several residents appeared before 
the commission to register their 
disapproval of the porposed project. 

Chris Rounds, asked the com- 
mission ‘‘Where do you draw the 
line between residential and PRD?” 
He was told by commissioner Steve 
Moody and by City manager Randy 
Frykberg that the city will receive a 
lot of pressure on the first tier of 
property along the lake as to 
requests for development. 

While Rounds told the board that 
the project would help clean up the 
area, he questions the worth of such 
projects on the asthetic values of the 
city. 

Real Estate salesperson, Arlene 
Kuhn also expressed disagreement

with the proposed project, and told 
the board that she would like to see 
the land remain as single family 
residential. She told the com- 
missioners that she had ‘“‘about two 
buyers for each parcel’ if the 
present owner wanted to sell them. 

Judy Kostin, one of the neighbors 
along Front Street, and who has 
recently completed the renovation of 
her house, told the commissioners 
that she would like to see renovation 
as a major consideration as that is 
what the city is trying to do in the 
downtown area. 

The center of the discussion was 
that the developer had proposed to 
construct eight units on the four lots 
owned by Watkins. Makino said 
that what he had proposed would fit 
in with the community, the neigh- 
borhood, and would help to 
eliminate the blight that is presently 
on’ the property. The project he is 
proposing would have the units 
overlook the lake, with the service 
entrances for cars and parking 
located on a back street. 

The commissioners then complet- 
ed the reading of the amendment 
and the rezoning. 

They also approved the addition of 
Don Glowinski to the planning 
board, approved a lot split and 
heard a first reading on the raising 
of the cemetery fees and charges for 
opening graves in the city cemetery.

reviewing requests 


Reviews took all the action at the 
monthly Boyne City Planning 
Board meeting held Monday 
evening. Planners reviewed requests 
for a Commercial Facilities 
Exemption Certificate for Studio- 
One hair Design, reviewed and heard 
an update on the Eagle’s Hall site, 
reviewed and decided on amending 
the zoning ordinance to allow for 
home occupations, and reviewed a 
request from the city commissioners 
to rezone some property along Front 
street. 

Most of the discussions concerned 
the home occupation special uses 
that currently are not allowed, due 
to an oversight when the ordinance 
was drawn up in 1966, in residential 
areas. 

Legally, a home owner cannot run a 
business out of his home unless he 
was in business prior to }he passage 
of the 1966 zoning ordinance. But 
the planners took steps to insure 
that those requests for home oc- 
cupations could be considered. 

They passed a motion that initiates 
an amendment to the zoning or- 
dinance. If passed and approved 
following the public hearings and 
the city commission, those home 
occupations like an accountant, a 


seamstress, an insurance salesper-? 


son could run the business from the 
house if they live in the R-1, R-2, and 
R-3 zoning areas. . 

The business has to run from the 
house and: will not be allowed in a 
garage, accessory building or any 
other weno ts 


Then the board heard the request 
for a tax abatement that Studio-One 
Hair Design would like to have for 


_ their. remodeling and addition they :

The . commissioners, saying that 

‘ they want.the feeling of the turn-of- 
the-century: look - in ‘the downtown - 
area,. asked John Hunt, one of the 
“ownere of the building, to change his 
plans to include the old look facade. 
-Hunt told the board that: he had . 
‘not. considered the option when he: 


. drew. up the plans for the building’ 


improvements. He ‘said. he expects 
to spend about $25,000 for the 
changes in the roofline and the 
additional five feet he will be adding - 


_ to the shop, He also told the board 


that he intends on remodeling the 
interior of the shop to make it more 
workable for the business. 

When he was told, as the board 
went through the criteria for 
abatements, that by making the 
changes suggested, he could im- 
prove the length of time his 
abatement would cover, he told 
them that he would have to consider 
any changes between himself and 
his wife. 

As an incentive to make the 
changes, the board approved 
granting the company a six year 
abatement on the taxes of the 
improvement if he makes the 
changes, or will grant him only three 
years if he doesn’t. 

In making the approval, board 
chairman Dale parsons told Hunt 
and the audience that “If we are 
trying to encourage the businesses 
to have the turn-of-the-century look, 
the board should try to have 
changes in the direction for those 
abatements.” 

In other action, the board heard 
about the reports that are used in 
other communities in the area, and 
started the process to rezone the 
Federal Oil Property along Front 
Street from public use to general 
commercial. 

The land had been under that 
zoning prior to the new zoning map 
which was drawn up when the city 
was considering the parcel. to 
become part of the new city beach 

‘oject. 

The board also tabled trying to fill 
the position on the planning board 
due to the resignation of Kate 
DeRossier.

The school will also complete over 
the summer a suspended ceiling in 
the art room and will be adding 
insulation in some of the ceilings. 

Redmond estimated that the work 
on energy saving has so far saved 
the school system 20 to 30 percent 
on its energy bills. 

The board also is considering the 
addition of a student representative 
to the board. The non-voting 
member would attend board 
meetings and could provide student 
input into the systems’ decisions. 

Boyne Falls will borrow $363,000 
this summer to help them start the 
1985-86 school year, Redmond said. 

The borrowing of funds was part of 
the first step that the board took 
when they looked at the proposed

Boyne City looks at budget, 
lowers debt retirement millage 


Turing a first viewing of the 1985- 
86 school budget, Superintendent 
Rich Kelly told board members that 
while many aspects of the budget 
are up, he believes ‘“We can finish 
85-86 better than you can see 
tonight as you look at the figures.” 

The budget shows that the schools 
will have another fund excess but 
that the amount of money will not 
be as great as the 1984-85 school 
year. The proposed budget was the 


“first look that the board members 


have had and they will be fine 
tuning it to work out areas to reduce 
spending. 

The board agreed on the 
operational millage that is to be set 
for the coming year at 30.4 mills. 
They also agreed to lower the 
millage required for debt retirement 
by onetenth of a mill. That levy will 
be at 2.3 mills. 

The reason the levy is less, ac- 
cording to Kelly, is that the school 
system is paying off on the bonds 
sold that allowed the school system 
to build the schools each year, and 
that it takes a little less each year to 
meet the requirement for paying on 
the bonds. 

The board then approved Bud 
Beebe as the junior varsity boys’ 
basketball coach for the 1985-86 
schoo] year. Ron Reinhardt was also 
appointed to become the boys’ ninth 
grade basketball coach. 

After another discussion about 
having the schools be able to sell 
candy, and the failure of a motion to 
eliminate the elementary and middle 
schools from selling anything that 
involves a product, the schools will 
again be able to continue their 


successful candy sales as they have | 


in the past. 

Future problems that the school 
may be facing, according to Kelly, 
and something that the board will be 
looking at quite closely, is the 
overcrowding in the elementary 
school.

A few feet beyond the barrier is a pit of 
quicksand covered with a skim of water. 


Pressure spring empties 
clay into Jordan River 


A large underground 
spring has broken 
through the ground 
near Cascade Creek 
and is dumping white 
particles of clay into 
Landslide Creek, which 
in turn merges with the 
Jordan River. Obser- 
vers of the river say 
that visibility through 
the water is poor at 
best and some wonder 
what the outcome of 
fish in the river will be. 

According to Depart- 
ment of Natural Res- 
ources spokespeople 
there is no immediate 
danger to the fish pop- 
ulation, but if the 
washout continues for 
a lengthy period of 
time it could present 
some serious pro- 
blems. Left unchecked, 
the clay particles wash- 
ing into the river will 
eventually cover 
spawning gravel and 
fill fish gills with silt, 
causing them to die. 

DNR officials are at- 
tempting to solve the 
problem and have tried 
to sink a casing into the 


rophies 


spring, but the earth is 
too soft and water 
came up around the 
sides of the casing. It is 
possible that the phen- 
omenon will clear up 
on its own as the water 
has cleared a little, but 
on the other hand it 
could continue all sum- 
mer. Old timers in the 
area can remember 
similar occurences 
from long ago. 

When the washout 
first occurred, it was 
rumored that explo- 
sives were being used 
in the area, causing the 
outburst of water. This 
belief is soundly put 
down by various 
authorities including 
DNR district fisheries 
biologist Steve Swan. 
Swan contends that 
nature has provoked 
the occurence. 

Other environmental. 
personnel looking into 
the scene are Larry 
Levengood, chairman 
of the environmental 
quality committee of 
the Northwest Michi- 
gan Regional Planning

Levengood noted 
that any attempts to 
clean up the problem 
could become hazar- 
dous as the ground 
surrounding the area is 
quaking earth, mean- 
ing that soft ground 
could collapse under 
any given amount of 
weight. There is also 
quicksand in the 
immediate area and of- 
ficials have put up a 
yellow sheriff’s barrier 
and posted signs warn- 
ing of quicksand. 


People who are in 
the area are urged to 
remain outside of the 
barrier as a break- 
through into the under- 
mined earth could 
prove to be fatal.
